KERRY MURDER» 
Letter from 


Out | 


District Justice Johnson, at 
Tralee yesterday, ruled that a letter 
sent to Timothy Flynn by Ellen 
O’Connor, a farmer’s wife, wag not 
admissible as evidence, Flynn ‘was 
further remanded until Friday, 
charged with the murder of his wife, 
Hanna. The question, he said, was 
*‘a line ball one;” which he would 
leave to a higher Court to decide. 

‘“‘The fact that he was doing a line 
as alleged, with a married woman 
does not prove he was going to kill 
his wife,”’ said the District. Justice. 
Flynn’s elder daughter, Kathleen, 
in cross-examination, said. she did 
not know whether her father ever 
received the letter or read it. Her 
mother had had it for some years, 
but she did not know how her 
mother obtained it. 

The. prosecution submitted that 
the letter was a “link,” because it 
was kept in a wardrobe, the key of 
which was found in the pocket of 
dungarees hidden in a loft. 

Fiynn’s two daughters and son, 
recalled yesterday, identified various 
items of clothing and other ex- 
hibits.

most serious problem with which’ 
Sir William Beveridge and other 
social reformers are called upon to 
dea]. ‘‘In 1901,” says the Social 
Security report, ‘‘ there were mote 
‘than five children under 15 for 
every person of pensionable age. 
In 1061—less than twenty years 
from now—theré will be one child 
under 15 for every person of 
pensionable age, and in 1971 
children will be outnumbered 
the possible pensioners.’’ Thus we 
have authoritative estimates not 
alone of the financial penalties 
which the coming generation of 
Englishmen and Scotsmen must 
pay for this generation’s failure 
to marry and beget children—but 
a statistician’s picture which 
savours of race suicide, What, 
then, can be said of the recent 
course of events on this side of the 
Irish Sea? Have the twenty-six 
counties been immune from tho 
blighting effects of the same, or 
cognate, social diseases? Is there 
a prospect that here, as in 
Great Britain, the coming genera- 
tion will have to choose between. 
intolerable burdens to 
provide for the needs of the aged 
and infirm, and the alternative of 
taking a back seat in the van of 
social security? The answer, un- 
fortunately, is only too plain. It 
may be found in our official records 
of marriage and birth rates, some 
of which are reproduced in to-day’s 
issue; in the officially vouched 
facts that Ireland holds the world’s 
record for the percentage of her 
population which is unmarried at 
the younger ages, and that in the 
rural areas the number of children 
under 15 decreased within the ten 
years—1926 to 1936—by almost 
80,000. Year after year comes 
the same dismal tale of fewer 
marriages, ‘fewer children, and 
rapid proportionate increases of 
those who have reached—or soon 
will reach—pensionable ages, As 
medical science succeeds in its 
efforts to extend the average span 
of life, the number of Irish septua- 
genarians increases, while that of 
able-bodied citizens at reproductive 
ages continues to shrink. 

To what root causes can these 
symptoms of decay be traced? 
Are they local and economic, or 
can they be attributed to some 
subtle change in the mental atti- 
tude of citizens here and else- 
- where to. marriage and family re- 
sponsibilities? The true answer 
probably is that both economic 
and psychological influences have 
contributed their quotas to the 
present position and outlook. 
Weighing all the evidence that is 
available, we lean to the view 
that in a special degree economic 
causes lie at the root of Ireland’s 
peculiar troubles. In support of 
that opinion we draw attention to 
certain striking features of the 
table published to-day. There is 
the marked disparity ‘between 
annual, birth-rates im the cities 
and the rural areas—206 per 
10,000 of Dublin’s population, as’ 
against 175 in County Kerry, 156 
in County Sligo, and 144 in 
County *Roscémmon. These con- 
trasts, as applied to the country 
generally, show that the numbers 
of yearly.-births in city and town 
areas are more than one-fourth 
greater than those in the rural 
districts. From such records it 
becomes clear that the ‘‘ flight 
from the land ” is only one of the 
two principal factors. which 
result in the depopulation of the 
countrysides. Where lie the pos- 
sible remedies’ for this dual 
menace? What expedients, if 
any, are in the minds of 
Ministers, of Opposition leaders, 
or of the members of the National 
Planning Conference? May any 
real hope be found in efforts to 
provide electrical and other com- 
forts and amenities for the 
farmers’ kitchens and parlours? | La 
Would further de-rating of agri- 
cultural land induce many of the 
farmers’ sons and daughters to 
marry and produce rural families ? 
Can it be that the system of 
peasant proprietorship, with its 
im tions’ of inheritance at an 
eveicad age by one member of 
the family, will prove fatal to 
any hope of. ‘reasonably. eaily.

Gallery that the cOllection of Turner 
water-colours should always be on 
exhibition during. the month cf 
January. They are at present on view 
in the Irish room, and in the matter 
of exhibitions this is the close 
season; art-lovers will probably »e 

lad to see them. They number some 
thirty in all, and i from early 
sanding, which are ha ly more than 
tinted architectural drawings in the 
eighteenth century style to the more 
theoretically colourful compositions 
of the artist’s later years.

The 'présent conditions, Mr. Aiken 


' gaid; were probably. the ‘easiest they 


would have till‘the end of the war. 
If they were wise they must prepare 
for all sorts. of emergencies, includ- 
ing active service’ íor a large portion 
of the “oung men, and conditions of 
very bad or disrupted transport. 

Dublin city was the biggest problem 
in regard to-food,-and the problem 
in rg be greatly eased if the farmers 
of Wicklow, Dublin, Kildare and 
Meath put at least one-tenth of their 
land under wheat. Failure to grow 
a reasonable proportion of wheat 
where wheat should be grown would 
be as much waste as setting fire to a 
granary, He felt sure that this pro-
